CHRISTMAS WITH A SAVIOUR

Christmas Season comes once 
again and finds the world in des¬ 
perate need, just as it did m His 
birth of long ago. The world was 
in terrible turmoil because ol the 
oppression of Rome, and especially 
of Herod, their king. 

Matthew announces the words 
of the angel, “She shall bring forth 
a Son, and thou shalt call His name 
Jesus, for he shall save his people 
from their sins.” Isaiah has 
already told us that his name 
would be called Immanuel, Hod 
with us. The very fact that he was 
God gives us to understand that 
he is able for the condition and 
with Him all things are possible. 
The prophets foretold us of what 
he would be and what he would do 


when he came. 

To just pick one verse of scrip¬ 
ture does not give us a real under¬ 
standing of the purpose of God 
and His plans in coming into the 
world, in the form of a Babe, to 
manifest himself as God with his 
people. Jesus was more than a 
man. He was God himself, clothed 
in a human body. He came in the 
same way as you and I, but he had 
a purpose in his life. Thei’e was 
a work that was necessary to be 
done and he came to do it. 


Daniel gives us an understand¬ 
ing of this in Daniel 9:24-26. 
There he tells us that the Messiah 
would come to make an end of sin. 
Now you understand as well as I 
do that this was God’s side of the 
sin-question. He was coming to 
reconcile man to God, by the put¬ 
ting away of man’s sins, once and 
for all, by the sacrifice of himself. 
Calvary was no mistake. It was 
fore-ordained of God, and here we 
are told that he would, “make 
reconciliation for iniquity and to 
bring in everlasting righteous¬ 
ness”. He did that very thing, 
because he who knew no sin, 


became sin for us, that we might 
be made the righteousness of God 
in Christ. 


Have you ever thought how little 
Christmas really means to the 
world? As long as they do not 
know Him as their Saviour, as 
their righteousness, as the One 
who has reconciled them to God, 


His birth would be no more than 
the birth of any other child. But 
he was the looked-for Messiah. He 
was the Prince of Peace. Without 
Him there is no peace, not even 
between God and man. 

The world wonders why there is 
so much strife and war, and do 
not take time to understand that 
it is all because God is not given his 
rightful place in the hearts of men, 
as well as in the government of 
this world. The Government can 
never be good as long as the people 
are unconverted, have never been 
born again, and do not let God 
have right of way in their lives. 
The fullness of Christmas will 
never be realized until Jesus 
reigns and rules in righteousness. 

Again we turn to Isaiah 9:6-7, 
and there it tells us, “a son is born, 
his name shall be called Wonder- 
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ful, Counselor, The mighty God, 
The everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace.” How many go 
to Him as the Counselor? They go 
to everybody else in the world 
except to the Lord. How many 
recognize Jesus Christ as the 
Mighty God? According to the 
language of the world you would 
say that they never think of Him 
as God or the Everlasting Father, 
let alone the Prince of Peace. But 
I am glad to the Christian, the 
child of God, He is our peace and 
we look for no other peace in this 
world until Jesus Christ is King 
of kings and Lord of lords and 
that will not be in the days of the 
church. Israel did not look for any 
of these things. They were just 
like the world today. They wonder 


why God doesn’t do something and 
Israel, because of their bondage, 
having a Roman Governor, looked 
for a deliverer from the power of 
Rome, from the troubles of the 
world, but never looked for a 
deliverer from sin. You see even 
in the lives of the early disciples, 
before Pentecost, their whole 
question was, Will God restore the 
kingdom of Israel. It was not will 
God send us a Saviour? Will God 
save us from our sins? Yet their 
very scriptures tell us that he 
would bring in everlasting right¬ 
eousness, but they only looked for 
a righteousness of earthly rulers, 
instead of looking for a righteous¬ 
ness which is by Jesus Christ. 

God starts things different to 
what men do. He starts at the 
very fountain-head of trouble. He 
starts with the sin-question. Jesus 
shall save his people from their 
sins. That is where the work 
needed to start because as long as 
men and women are followers of 
Satan there will never be right¬ 
eousness in the world. Satan was 
the very author of disobedience. 
He brought disobedience to Eve 
in the garden. They followed him: 
they became mortals, that is they 
were death doomed. Hebrews 
2:13-14 tells us they feared death 
all their life, because Satan had 
the power of death, so Jesus came 
to deal with Satan. We are told 
that we were born in sin and 
shapen in iniquity. Ephesians 2:2 
says, “we were children of diso¬ 
bedience”, but Jesus, as Prince of 
Peace, must defeat spiritual wick¬ 
edness for us. There can never be 
universal peace on earth without 
first the over-throw of Satanic 
powers. 

There is peace in our hearts 
when we believe on Jesus Christ, 
for He made peace by the blood of 
His cross. That is real Christmas 
indeed. People who have been born 
again know what it is to have 
peace that passeth all under¬ 
standing. 

The sin-question was first settled 
by God reconciling us to himself, 
not imputing our trespasses unto 
us, and peace will come through 
the everlasting righteousness 
which is not for just time but for

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THERE IS BORN-A SAVIOUR 


(Luke 2:11) 

Pastor G. E. Brooks 

The most stupendous event in 
all the centuries of the history of 
man is recorded in this paragraph, 
as stated by the angel. 

Let- us consider the story notic¬ 
ing first the earthly conditions as 
described in the previous verses of 
the chapter. In an out-post at the 
eastern end of the Mediterranean, 
that little land of Palestine, there 
were two people, a man and a 
woman, only two individuals amid 
the multitudes in Judea and Gali¬ 
lee and the massed multitudes of 
the Roman Empire. These two 
people had no more effect upon 
Caesar and the Roman Empire 
than any two of today would have 
upon the Queen of England or the 
President of the U.S.A. They were, 
as to earthly condition, entirely 
insignificant. 

But let us look at the woman. 
She is the tabernacle of the Son 
of God as she travels, the man 
being her guard. 

In Micah 5 :2-3 we find a proph¬ 
ecy written at least six hundred 
and fifty years before this hap¬ 
pened. 

But thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, 
which art little to be among the 
thousands of Judah, out of thee 
shall One come forth unto Me that 
is to be Ruler in Israel; Whose 
goings forth are from of old, from 
everlasting. Therefore will he give 
them up, until the time that she 
who travaileth hath brought forth. 

Once more observe the earthiy 
conditions “There was no room for 
them in the inn.” 

The word translated “inn” was 
merely an enclosure, just walls 
into which travellers might drive 
their cattle for the night. Even 
here there was no room. In the 
supreme hour the Baby was born 
and laid in a manger. “She brought 
forth her first-born Son.” First¬ 
born does not mean only first in 
time; but first in place, first in 
order and first in importance. Who 
is this Child? The Son of God, 
“God with us”. This is the “fact” 
in our consideration of this 
passage. 

Lastly let us observe the heav¬ 
enly activity. An angel of the Lord 


stood by the Shepherds, and the 
glory of the Lord shone ’round 
about them. These shepherds were 
filled with fear. But this message 
follows, “Be not afraid, I bring 
you good tidings of great joy 
which shall be to all people.” Then 
the tidings were told, “There is 
born to you this day in the city of 
David, a Saviour, Who is Christ 
the Lord.” Let us omit the articles 
as in the Greek and read, There 
is born to you this day in the city 
of David, Saviour, Christ, Lord. 
Saviour, someone confronting all 
the sin of the world with regal 
authority and redeeming power. 
Christ, someone confronting all 
the chaos of the world, and Lord, 
the One Who confronts all eternity 
and all ages; “I am Alpha and 
Omega, the beginning and the 
end”. 

Before the shpeherds had time 
to say a word, “Suddenly there 
was with the angel a multitude of 
the heavenly host praising God”. 

And this was the theme of their 
song: 

“Glory to God in the highest 
and on earth, peace, good will 
toward men.” 

The phrase “in the highest” 
means above, descriptive of 
heaven, the dwelling place of God. 
Then on earth, what? Peace, But 
how? “Among men in whom He 
is well pleased.” There is no peace 
for the earth only as the individual 
accepts the Prince of Peace. Men 
everywhere are talking peace, but 
the only solution is through the 
blood of His cross. “And, having 
made peace through the blood of 
his cross.” (Col. 1:20) 

“There is no peace, saith my 
God, to the wicked”. If men will 
turn to Christ they will find peace 
and be made pleasing to God, the 
reason for which Jesus came into 
the world. “To wit, that God was 
in Christ, reconciling the world 
unto himself, not imputing their 
trespasses unto them.” 

This is the day of salvation. 
“For the Son of Man is come to 
seek and to save that which was 
lost.” 

Why not accept Him as Saviour 
today? “Believe on the Lord Jesus 


Christ and thou shalt be saved.”

After thirty 
years of faithful 
service and devo¬ 
tion to Jesus 
Christ, Paul tes¬ 
tifies of the inner¬ 
most desire of his 
soul: “THAT I 
MAY KNOW 
HIM, AND THE 
POWER OF 
HIS RESUR¬ 
RECTION, AND 
THE FELLOWSHIP OF HIS 
SUFFERING, BEING MADE 
CONFORMABLE UNTO HIS 
DEATH.” (Phil. 3:10) 

Paul knew Jesus Christ in His 
saving power, for he wrote to 
Timothy/these inspired words, “I 
know whom I have believed, and 
am persuaded that he is able to 
keep that which I have committed 
unto him against that day.” (II 
Tim. 1 :12) It was on the dusty, 
sun-beaten road to Damascus, that 
Paul had met Jesus Christ. That 
day his life was revolutionized. 
His whole mode of thought was 
transformed. Twelve years of hard 
study under Gamaliel, in those 
strenuous years of training for the 
position of a Pharisee, was cast 
aside to give place to the revelation 
of the Gospel, and the truth re¬ 
garding Jesus Christ. Paul may 
well have graduated with honours, 
and received his degree, according 
to the standards of men. But God 
said, “Let not the wise man glory 
in his wisdom, neither let the 
mighty man glory in his might, 
let not the rich man glory in his 
riches: BUT let him that glorieth 
glory in this, THAT HE UNDER- 
STANDETH AND KNOWETH 
ME, THAT I AM THE LORD 
which exercise loving kindness, 
judgment, and righteouness, in the 
earth: for in these things I delight, 
saith the LORD.” (Jer. 9:23-24) 
And so Paul, possessed with the 
Spirit of God, could say, “I count 
all things but loss for the excel¬ 
lency of the knowledge of Christ

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CHRISTMAS IN CHRISTIAN COUNTRY 


Once again, we are nearing the 
Christmas Season, the merriest 
and gayest time of the year. 
Already our newspapers and 
radios are reminding us to prepare 
for the event. In our land of plenty, 
many people go to a great deal of 
work and expense, and very often 
extravagance. Now there is noth¬ 
ing wrong with celebrating Christ¬ 
mas, providing it is carried out 
sensibly, as well as within reason 
—but in many cases, people’s 
minds are so engulfed, and taken 
up with festivities, and everything 
that goes with it, that the actual 
theme of Christmas is left out. We 
are living in a supposedly Chris¬ 
tian land, where Christ ought to 
be given first place, yet when it 
comes to commemorating His 
birthday, in this modern day, we 
see so many less important things 
attached, and the result is, our 
Lord is shoved into the back¬ 
ground, and oftentimes entirely 
out of the picture. 

Our modern age, an era of new 
inventions, has gone so far, as to 
invent a new spelling for the word 
“Christmas”, namely “Xmas”. 
Whenever the writer sees that 
spelling, it reminds me of those 
unlearned people, having never 
gone to school, are unable to write 
their name, place their signature 
with an “X”. But you say, Christ¬ 
mas is abbreviated “Xmas”. If 
that is the case, why must “X” be 
used as a short cut for “Christ”, 
why not something similar such as 
“Chr” or “Chrt”. Instead man has 
removed the “Christ” altogether, 
and substituted “X” for Christ, 
which is no similarity whatsoever! 
I’m afraid there are many of God’s 
people, guilty of using "this 20th 
century spelling, having done it in 
ignorance of course, but may the 
Lord help you to overcome it com¬ 
pletely. This is one of the ways in 
which men have done away with 
the Christ of Christmas. 

How many mothers and fathers 
in our supposedly Christian land, 
today, upon Christmas Eve, take 
their children upon their knee, and 
relate to them the wonderful old 
Christmas story of how Jesus, the 
Saviour of the World, was born in 
Bethlehem, in a manger; of how 
the uup :1s heralded forth “the glad 


tidings” to the shepherds, who 
were tending their sheep by night; 
and of how the three wisemen 
came from the east, guided by the 
star, to worship and adore the 
blessed Christ Child, w 7 ho was God 
incarnate?

good girl and boy with gifts, gain¬ 
ing entrance through the chimney. 
What a lie from the pit itself! 
Parents, sooner or later, your 
children are going to find out the 
truth and then what will they 
think, when they- discover you’ve 
lied to them down through the 
years? I’ll guarantee you fathers 
and mothers, that if you will tell 
your children the true story of 
Christmas, instead of the other 
trash, this Christmas and all those 
to come, that it will be the merriest 
one you and your family have ever 
had.

Giving gifts is to 
remind us of the greatest gift 
given to the whole world, that first 
Christmas morn, and that of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. How would you 
feel if on your birthday, everyone 
else received birthday presents, 
but you, whose birthday it was 
was left out completely? I’m sure 
you would be very disappointed, 
and yet, that is soemtimes just 
what happens at Christmas.

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JOY UNSPEAKABLE

My text is taken from 1st Peter, 
Chapter 1, Verse 8, which reads: 
“Whom having not seen, ye love; 
in whom, though now ye see Him 
not, yet believing, ye rejoice with 
joy unspeakable and full of glory.” 
This is a wonderful scripture, 
which declares the true joy a child 
of God possesses when he believes 
in the Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. 

“Whom Having Not Seen 
Ye Love” 

When we compare the present 
day attitude with this scripture, 
there is a great contrast in what 
men and women say this day: 
“Show me God and I will believe.” 
It reminds us of the rich man who 
found himself in the burning and 
blistering Hell, and who also lifted 
up his eyes and saw Abraham, the 
Patriarch, afar off and he also 
saw Lazarus in his bosom being 
comforted. The rich man in Hell 
cried out and said: “Send Lazarus 
that he may dip the top of his 
finger in water and cool my 
tongue for I am tormented in this 
flame.” A discussion resulted and 
finally Abraham said: “Let them 
hear Moses and the Prophets.” But 
the rich man said: “If one went 
unto them from the dead, they will 
repent.” And Abraham said unto 
him: “If they hear not Moses and 
the Prophets, neither will they be 
persuaded though one rose from 
the dead.” Yes, these people who 
quote the maxim, “I am from Mis¬ 
souri, I’ve got to see before I 
believe,” should read this account 
in Luke 16:19-31. Abraham made 
it known to the rich man that, if 
they did see a mighty manifesta¬ 
tion of God’s Spirit, such as a 
person being raised from the dead 
to testify to tjjje Unsaved, they 
would side step any type of evi¬ 
dence. Thomas was like that. He 
wanted to see before he believed. 
Thomas had to learn a tremendous 
lesson. In Jesus’ post resurrection 
days, He presented Himself before 
the eleven with Thomas in their 
midst. This same Thomas had said 
previously: “Except I see in His 
hands the print of the nails, and 
put my finger into the print of the 
nails, and thrust my hand into His 


side, I will not believe.” Now the 
Lord Jesus is standing before 
Thomas. He is going to teach 
Thomas a lesson that he will never 
forget till his dying day. Jesus 
said: “Thomas, reach hither thy 
finger and behold, my hands and 
reach hither and thrust it into my 
side and be not faithless but 
believing.” And Thomas answered: 
“My Lord and my God.” Then 
saith Jesus unto him: “Thomas, 
because thou hast seen me, thou 
hast believed.” 

In 1st Peter 1:8, we read: 
“Whom having not seen ye love.” 
We have God’s Word at our dis¬ 
posal and we know that “He is.” 
We have a beautiful mental picture 
of what Jesus looked like when 
He was on earth although we have 
not as yet seen Him, yet we believe 
God’s Word, and we rejoice with 
joy unspeakable and full of glory. 
We think of Rebecca who was 
approached by Abraham’s servant 
who told her about Isaac. The Holy 
Spirit quickened tlm words that 
proceeded from the faithful 
servant’s mouth, and they regis¬ 
tered in Rebecca’s heart. She 
heard that Isaac was a splendid 
young man and that his father was 
wealthy and, although she had not 
seen him with her eyes, yet she 
loved him. This is a wonderful 
illustration of how we can know 
Jesus and love Kim although we 
have not seen Him. The Holy 
Spirit has quickened God’s divine 
Word to our hearts and, although 
we have not seen Jesus visibly, we 
believe in Him and thus we have 
joy unspeakable and full of glory. 

“To Have True Joy We Must 
Believe” 

Note God’s Word: “In whom, 
though now ye see Him not, yet 
believing.” The reason that many 
Christians have not true joy is 
because they haven’t as yet learned 
to trust Him. In Proverbs 3:5, 6 
we read: “Trust in the Lord with 
all thine heart; and lean not unto 
thine own understanding. In all 
thy ways acknowledge Him, and 
He shall direct thy paths.” Let us 
place our full trust in Him and 
believe all the things recorded in 
the precious Word of God, and 
you cannot help rejoice with joy 


unspeakable and full of glory. 
Think of it—His work of Grace. 
The other day it was my privilege 
to attend a Sunday School picnic 
in the country. My! When I beheld 
the beautiful mountains, the lovely 
scenery, the grandeur of God’s 
earth thrilled me through and 
through. God has given us of these 
beautiful things that we might 
enjoy them. A blade of grass 
speaks of His creatership. In 
Psalm 103, we read: “Bless the 
Lord, 0 my soul; and all that is 
within me . . . and forget not all 
His benefits.” This portion should 
incite us to bless Him, to rejoice 
with joy unspeakable and full of 
glory because it speaks of our 
wonderful Saviour. We then rejoice 
because He has given us the 
greatest proof of His resurrection. 
We refer to the Baptism of God’s 
Holy Spirit. In Romans 14:17, we 
read: “For the kingdom of God is 
not meat and drink; but righteous¬ 
ness, and peace, and joy in the 
Holy Ghost.” This is truly joy 
unspeakable and full of glory to a 
child of God. With God’s fullness 
one cannot help being filled with a 
tangible joy in his or her bosom. 
This exuberant joy is for every 
child of God. Praise God! It is 
wonderful to have Him dwelling 
in all His fullness in us. Then 
think of the wonderful hope that 
He has given us. There is a glorious 
principle outlined in Romans 8:24 
and 25, which reads, “For we are 
saved by hope; but hope that is 
seen, is not hope: for what a man 
seeth, why doth he yet hope for? 
But if we hope for that we see 
not, then do we with patience wait 
for it.” It reveals a fact that the 
hope of the second coming of 
Jesus to take away His blood- 
bought church is more real than 
death itself. We have a living hope 
and we groan in travail, in pain 
together until now waiting for the 
adoption, to wit, the redemption 
of our body. (Romans 8:23). That 
is why we rejoice with joy 
unspeakable and full of glory. 
That is why we thank God for His 
wonderful revelation of the 
precious word of God. Although 
we haven’t seen these things with 
our visible eyes, we believe God’s

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Gifts For The King:

(Mat¬ 
thew 2:11.) 

It has been often pointed out 
that the wise men brought the 
infant Jesus “gold” as a token of 
His royalty, ‘| frankincense” in 
token of His deity, and “myrrh” 
in token of His sufferings; He is 
seen through these gifts as Pro- 
nhqt, Priest, and- King. Whether 
or not the gifts were symbolical, 
they were the choicest products of 
the land from which the wise men 
came. The lesson for us is that we 
do nbt really acknowledge Christ 
unless we surrender to Him the 
best that we have. 

For children, Christmas is a 
time when gifts are received. 
Those of us who are older are 
more likely to look on Christmas 
as a time when gifts are given— 
and have to be paid for! And when 
we celebrate the giving of God’s 
“unspeakable Gift” (2 Cor. 9:15), 
what could be more fitting than 
that we present to God the gift He 
wants most . . . not a monetary 
present, but ourselves—our hearts 
and all that we are! 

We often speak of being “saved 
to serve”. It has been pointed out 
that this is not strictly true: we 
are saved to worship and adore 
God. If we know something of the 
love of God, and have experienced 
His grace in redemption, our 
hearts will be filled with worship 
—and true, effective service will 
follow. When men and women 
have no conception of what God 


has done for mankind, and when 
their knowledge of His truth is 
dimmed by tradition or misunder¬ 
standing, there may be much 
attempted service and much un¬ 
rest, but there will be little 
worship. 

The Father seeks worshippers 
(John 4:23): V' orship stands first. 
Only as we take the time to wor¬ 
ship and adore our God will we be 
empowered to serve Him fruit¬ 
fully. 

A well-known preacher was 
asking for funds before a large 
congregation. He invited the 
people to bring their gifts and lay 
them on the altar, and the aisle 
filled with those who came to make 
their offerings. Near the end of 
the procession came a little lame 
girl on a cruti jl She pulled a ring 
from her finger-and laid it among 
the other gifts on the altar. Then 
she adjusted, her crutch and started 
back up the aisle. 

Following the service an usher 
brought her into an anteroom, 
where the preacher met her and 
said, “My dear, I noticed what you 
did tonight. It was a beautiful 
gesture, but the response of the 
people has been very large, and we 
find that we have money enough 
to do all the things we want to do, 
with some left over. So we don’t 
need your ring, and I have brought 
it back to you.” 

The little girl looked up with 
mild rebuke in her eyes. She said, 
“But I didn’t give that ring to 
you.” 

This Christmas season, bring 
your choicest gift not to the 
church, but to a Person—the One 
who died that you might live! Will 
you give Him, this Christmas, the 
one thing He wants most of all— 
yourself?

The question asked by the wise 
men is the question humanity is 
asking today: “Where is He?” 


Although the vast majority of men 
are not interested in spiritual 
things, there are many who, like 
the magi of old, are seeking to find 
that which will answer all life’s 
questions and solve all its prob¬ 
lems. The story of these eastern 
sages shows how God can act 
“outside the limits of . . . revela- 
fion, and can move hearts and lead 
to the light in various ways”. In 
tlie case of the magi (which is the 
Greek word translated “wise 
men'”) He used human wisdom, 
which is a gift of God. Though it 
is incomplete, and raises more 
questions than it solves, it can lead 
to Jesus when those who have it 
are faithful to the light given 
them. “The true scope of all 
knowledge,” says Maclaren, “is to 
lead to recognition of Him.” 

'A missionary in Jud'a wi(u« sspd 
to a native woman crouched on a 
bench at a railway station. As the 
missionary mentioned the name of 
Christ, the woman looked up with 
a beaming countenance and said, 
“That’s it—that’s His name! I had 
forgotten it! Tell me again, so I 
won’t forget!” The pitiful crea¬ 
ture told her story: she had been 
wandering through the jungles, 
chanting her prayers and repeat¬ 
ing the name of her god—“Ram! 
Ram! Ram!-—’’‘Suddenly a voice 
had said to her, “Don’t worship 
Ram; worship Christ!” She left 
the jungle wondering what it could 
all mean, but in the meantime she 
forgot the name of the One whom 
she was to worship. What rejoic¬ 
ing in her heart as she embraced 
Christ and her soul was trans¬ 
formed! 

In every nation he that feareth 
God and worketh righteousness is 
acceptable to Him (Acts 10:31). 
There is only one way to God— 
namely, the Lord Jesus Christ; 
but wdio is to say that there are 
not many ways to Christ? Some 
come to Him through the teaching 
of godly parents, others through 
the preaching of an evangelist, 
others through the reading of a 
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Gospel tract. Missionaries tell us 
of those who, like the Indian 
woman, seem driven by the Holy 
Spirit Himself to the place where 
they will come into contact with 
the good news of Jesus. And 
others, like the wise men, use the 
knowledge God gives them to seek 
a fuller revelation of His truth 
and the answer to a need which is 
as old as the heart of man itself. 

Even the pagan religions and 


secular tradition bear witness to 
man’s insufficiency. Primitive 
blood sacrifices proclaim man’s 
realization of his need of reconcili¬ 
ation. Myths about gods coming 
down in the form of men speak of 
man’s longing for a manifestation 
of God in the flesh. Today man 
express the unrecognized longings 
of their hearts by turning to sooth¬ 
sayers, astrologers ,and spiritists 
fob advice. The wise men were 
wiser than these seekers today. 
They knew that deliverance would 
come from a person—“the King 
of the Jews”—and they sought 
Him that they might worship Him.

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THE GIFT OF GOD

Shall we read, from the Old 
Testament, a passage recorded by 
Isaiah foretelling the birth of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
“For unto us a child is born, unto 
us a son is given: and the govern¬ 
ment shall be upon his shoulder: 
and his name shall be called Won¬ 
derful, Counsellor, The Mighty 
God, The everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace. Of the increase 
of his government and peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne of 
David, and upon his kingdom, to 
order it, and to establish it with 
judgment and with justice from 
henceforth even forever. The zeal 
of the Lord of hosts will perform 
this.” 

The birth of this child, Jesus, 
about which we are thinking par¬ 
ticularly at this time of the year 
is an event which has more pro¬ 
foundly affected all successive 
history than anything that has 
ever happened since the creation 
of the world. This event is known 
as the incarnation. The body of 
Jesus was a human body, born of 
the virgin Mary. Did not the angel 
say to her: “The Holy Ghost shall 
come upon thee, and the power of 
the Highest shall over-shadow 
thee: therefore also that holy 
thing which shall be born of thee 
shall be called the Son of God.” 
But from other scriptures it is 
clear that the Spirit that indwelt 
that body was the Spirit of Jeho¬ 
vah God. Did not Jesus say, “The 
Father that dwelleth in me he 
doeth the works.” Paul says, “that 
God was in Christ reconciling the 
world unto Himself.” 

The wise men recognized Jesus 
as the one whose coming Isaiah 
had foretold. They asked, “Where 
is He that is born King of the 
Jews?” Zacharias, the father of 
John the Baptist prophesied of 
Jesus saying: “Blessed be the Lord 
God of Israel; for he hath visited 
and redeemed his people, and hath 
raised up an horn of salvation for 
us in the house of his servant 
David: as he spakeJby the mouth 
of his holy prophets, which have 
been since the world began: that 
we should be saved from our 
enemies, and from the hand of all 
that hate us; to perform the mercy 
promised to our fathers, and to 
remember his holy covenant; the 


oath which he sware to our father 
Abraham, that he would grant 
unto us, that we being delivered 
out of the hand of our enemies 
might serve him without fear, in 
holiness and righteousness before 
him, all the days of our life.” 

God deals with people upon the 
basis of covenants. Jesus came in 
fulfilment of many promises and 
according to the covenants made 
with Abraham and David. Many 
wonder and contemplate with awe 
the history of that ancient and 
remarkable people Israel. What is 
it that has made them so unique 
among the nations of the world? 
Could it not be accounted for upon 
the basis of the fact that they are 
a covenant people? Paul states 
concerning Israel, that to them 
pertains the adoption, and the 
glory, and the covenants, and the 
giving of the law, and the service 
of God, and the promises; whose 
are the fathers and of whom as 
concerning the flesh Christ came.” 

After reading all this concern¬ 
ing Israel it may seem to some that 
God is a respector of persons or 
nations and that He has favourites 
and prefers one above another— 
but no: 

God blessed Abraham and Israel 
because He loved the world and 
designed that all the nations of the 
earth should be blessed in them. 
This was accomplished through 
Jesus’ death on the cross. We who 
were at one time aliens from the 
commonwealth of Israel, and 
strangers from the covenants of 
promise, are made nigh by the 
blood of Christ. When Jesus died 
he made propitiation for the sins 
of the whole world. The great 
commission given to His disciples 
was to go into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every crea¬ 
ture. Through the preaching of the 
gospel God is visiting the gentiles 
to take out of them a people for 
his Name. God so loved the world 
that He gave his only begotten son 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish but have ever¬ 
lasting life: so that Jesus is not 
merely a national Saviour of one 
nation but He belongs to all nations 
because He is God’s gift to the 
world. 

Gifts we give and gifts we get 

Each Yuletide to and from our friends, 
But none has given a present yet 

As precious as God’s gift to men. 

He gave His all, He gave His best, 


Better than candies and nuts and 
things 

And toys, and money and all the rest, 

That sinners on earth might now be 
blest. 

Jesus was that gift so dear, 

’Ttvas He who brought Salvation near, 
By which comes joy and rest and 
gladness 

To chase away sin, heartache and 
sadnes^. 

Have you received Christ God’s 
gift? “For as many as received 
Him to them gave He power to 
become the sons of God”. This 
time of the year when all are 
giving and receiving gifts would 
be an appropriate time to receive 
God’s gift and be saved. 

And when we receive Him that 
is only the beginning of gifts; 
there are many more to follow. It 
was prophesied of Him that He 
would be a King and He is. When 
He ascended up on high after He 
had been seen of His disciples for 
forty days following His resurrec¬ 
tion He sat upon a throne and gave 
gifts unto men. First on the day 
of Pentecost He gave the Holy 
Spirit, the Comforter. His daily 
blessing and benefits are more than 
can be numbered. You will be able 
to say with the Psalmist “surely 
goodness and mercy shall follow 
me all the days of my life, and I 
will dwell in the house of the Lord 
forever.”

Jesus my Lord: for whom I 
suffered the loss of all things; and 
do count them but dung, that I 
may win Christ.” (Phil. 3:8) To 
know Jesus Christ was worth more 
to Paul, than degrees of men’s 
honour, and the high positions in 
life that were his if he would reject 
Jesus Christ. 

But here, in our text, Paul says, 
“That I may know him”. “What 
do you mean Paul ? Why you know 
Jesus Christ as no other man. You 
met Him in His resurrected glory, 
on that road to Damascus.” (Acts 
9:3-6) At the hand of Paul was 
the revelation of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ given; (Gal. 1:12) 
and “the mystery” of the ecclesia, 
the church, the body of Christ, was 
unfolded to Paul by revelation 
from God, and recorded in the 
Ephesian letter, and other epistles. 
(Eph. 3:2) Could it be that after 
thirty years of walking with the 
Lord, Paul was still filled with a 
burning desire to know more about 
this wonderful Saviour of men, to 
know more of this friend of pub¬ 
licans and sinners, this Christ, 
who is called “Wonderful, Coun¬ 
sellor, The Mighty God, the ever¬ 
lasting Father, the Prince of 
Peace.” (Isa. 9:6)? Yes, Paul 
realized after many years of 
closely following Jesus of Nazar¬ 
eth, that there was much more to 
know about this infinite person. 

Oh, how that God-anointed, and 
inspired testimony of the Apostle’s 
makes me shrink to my knees in 
humility, for I know so little about 
this one who created all things, 
(Col. 1:16), yet “humbled himself, 
and became obedient unto death, 
even the death of the cross”, (Phil. 
2:8) in order that He might save 
our sinful souls. How I have 
wished that I could have been close 
enough to hear Jesus, when He, 
“beginning at Moses and all the 
Prophets, exponded unto them in 
all the Scriptures the things con¬ 
cerning Himself.” (Luke 24:27) 
But we have “all the scriptures”, 
and the Spirit has come to “guide 
you into all truth” (John 16:13), 
so thank God, and let us apply 
ourselves to earnest study, and 
much prayer that we may “grow 
in grace, and in the knowledge of 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ.” (II Peter 3:18) “THAT 
I MAY KNOW HIM”. 


“AND THE POWER OF HIS 
RESURRECTION” To know more 
about the “power of His resurrec¬ 
tion”! If any man knew anything 
of that power, Paul did. For he 
had felt that “power” course 
through his supposedly dead body; 
as it lay at the gate of Lystra, bat¬ 
tered and bruised by stones; rais¬ 
ing him to life, restoring strength 
to preach again. (Acts 14:19-20) 
He saw that active “power” shake 
the prison at Philippi, until the 
doors swung open. (Acts 16:26) 
He saw that “power” raise a 
“young man named Eutychus” to 
life, who, having fallen from the 
window in the upper chamber of 
a house in Troas, had been “taken 
up dead”. (Acts 20:9) He saw 
that “power” heal the father of 
Publuis, who wak “sick of a fever, 
and of a bloody flux” (Acts 28:8). 
Although Paul had seen all this, 
and more, he wanted still to be¬ 
come more intimately acquainted 
with that power that “raised up 
Jesus from the dead” and which 
dwells within each blood-bought 
child of God. (Rom. 8:11) Would 
to God that we knew more about 
the “Power of His resurrection”! 
Not in theory only, but in experi¬ 
mental knowledge! 

“AND THE FELLOWSHIP OF 
HIS SUFFERING”. Could Paul 
possibly mean that he was willing, 
and even desirous to bear more of 
the suffering for His name, having 
already been stoned, imprisoned 
often, beaten with rods, five times 
whipped with the Roman lash, 
thirty-nine stripes across the back, 
till his clothes were drenched with 
his own blood? (see II Cor. 11:23- 
28) Yet he would go through that 
again, and more, for Jesus’ sake, 
and the spreading of the gospel. 
And notice, after having experi¬ 
enced such physical torture, he 
expressed it as “the FELLOW¬ 
SHIP of His suffering”. Not 
detestible, but “fellowship” of 
suffering! Paul was indeed- able 
and willing to drink of the cup that 
Jesus drank, and to be immersed 
in the baptism of suffering with 
Him. (Matt. 20:22) But how often 
we endeavour, through compro¬ 
mising, to avoid “the fellowship of 
His suffering”. “Be not thou there¬ 
fore ashamed of the testimony of 
our Lord, nor of me his prisoner: 
BUT BE THOU PARTAKER OF 
THE AFFLICTIONS OF THE 
GOSPEL according to the power 


of God.” (II Tim. 1:8) 

“BEING MADE CONFORM¬ 
ABLE UNTO HIS DEATH.” 
What a climax! That is living the 
truth he taught the Galatians: “I 
am crucified with Christ: never¬ 
theless I live; yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me: and the life which I 
now live in the flesh I live by the 
faith of the Son of God, who loved 
me, and gave himself for me.” 
(Gal. 2:20)

The righteousness of Christ is 
the only covering for the sinner 
from the wrath of heaven.

To many who are sick in body, 
the stories of miraculous healings 
in Bible days seem as an idle tale; 
they look upon them as things of 
the past, never to be repeated in 
the present. Yet the Word of God 
is replete with the truth of the 
unchanging character of the Living 
God—“I am the Lord, I change 
not”; “Jesus Christ, the same yes¬ 
terday, and TODAY, and forever”. 
All the promises of God in Christ 
are “Yea and Amen”; that is, they 
are not “Yes” one day, and “No” 
another day, but always “Yes and 
Amen”. Thousands today are testi¬ 
fying to the miraculous healing 
power of the Lord Jesus, many of 
whom had been given up by the 
physicians as incurable. 

Now let us turn to the Bible for 
proof that the Lord will heal 
today:— 

I. God is the Physician 

of His People. 

From early times God has been 
the doctor for His own people, 
although there were human physi¬ 
cians on the earth. In Exod. 15:26 
we read God's pledge to His own 
people Israel: “If thou wilt dili¬ 
gently hearken to the voice of the 
Lord thy God, and wilt do that 
which is right in His sight, and will 
give ear to His commandments, and 
keep His statutes, I will put none 
of these diseases upon thee, which 
I have brought upon the Egyp¬ 
tians: for I AM THE LORD THAT 
HEALETH THEE”. In Psalm 
30:2-3 David said: “0 Lord my 
God, I cried unto Thee, Thou hast 
brought up my soul from the 
grave: Thou hast kept me alive, 
that I should not go down to the 
pit”. Also in Gen. 20:17 we read 
where Abraham prayed, and God 
healed Abimelech and his house¬ 
hold, and again in Numb. 12:13-15 
we are told that Moses prayed for 
his sister Miriam, and the Lord 
healed her of leprosy. 

II. The Healing Christ. 

The earthly ministry of the Lord 
Jesus is aglow with the many 
miracles of healing which He per¬ 
formed ; the blind did see, the lame 
walked, lepers wehe cleansed, the 
dead were raised. In Math. 8:16-17 
we read “When the even was com e, 
they brought unto Him many that 



were possessed with devils: and 
He cast out the spirits with His 
word, and healed all that were sick: 
That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying, Himself took our infirmities 
and bare our sicknesses”. Jesus 
came expressly to bear or carry our 
sickness Himself, even as He came 
to bear our sins. We can therefore 
claim our healing from Him with 
the same assurance as we can our 
salvation, for He has borne it all, 
and made atonement for it all. The 
redemption that He purchased was 
for our whole being, spirit, soul, 
and body. We do not doubt His 
willingness to pardon our sins, for 
“He bare our sins in His own body 
on the tree”. Why should we doubt 
His willingness to heal our sick¬ 
nesses, when He bare them also. 
Isa. 53:5 says: “With His stripes 
we are healed”. The stripes He 
suffered when He was scourged 
was the price He paid for our heal¬ 
ing. Let us claim this heritage of 
healing and health from His nail- 
pierced hand. 

III. The Ministry of Healing was 
given to His Disciples. 

The power to lay hands on the 
sick for healing was given by the 
Lord Jesus to His disciples. In 
Math. 10:1 we read: “And when 
He had called unto Him his twelve 
disciples, He gave them power 
against unclean spirits, to cast 
them out, and to heal all manner 
of sickness and all manner of 
disease”. This was while the Lord 
Jesus was still performing His 
earthly ministry. After His cruci¬ 
fixion and resurrection, and before 
He went away to heaven He again 
gave them the commision to lay 
hands on the sick for healing, and 
connects it up with the preaching 
of the gospel. In Mark 16:15-18 we 
read—“And He said unto them, Go 
ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature. He 
that believeth and is baptized shall 
be saved . . . And these signs shall 
follow them that believe; in My 
Name shall they cast out devils 
. . . they shall lay hands on the sick 
and they shall recover.” We see 
from this that the gospel was to 
be preached to all the world, and 
together with it the message of 
healing. The apostles carried out 


this commission. In Acts 3 we read 
of a mighty miracle of healing 
through Peter, and in Acts 5:12-16 
it tells us that multitudes were 
healed. See also Acts 6:8; 8:6-7; 
9:33-34; 9:40-41; 14:8-10. In Acts 
10:11-12 we find the Apostle Paul 
being greatly used of the Lord to- 
work miracles, and as he had not 
the opportunity to visit all the sick 
who needed his ministry, he sent 
handkerchiefs and aprons, which 
had touched his body; and when 
these articles were placed on the 
sick the Lord healed them.

now shoot forth, ye see and know 
of your own selves that summer is 
nigh at hand. So likewise when ye 
see these things come to pass, ye 
know that the kingdom of God is 
nigh at hand.” The fig tree figures 
the Jewish nation, whereas the “all 
the trees” figures the Gentile na¬ 
tions. Jesus said, “When they now 
shoot forth” or in other words, 
when they start blooming, ye know 
that summer is nigh at hand. What 
He wanted to say, was, “When ye 
see the nations coming out into the 
open or into the limelight, ye can 
be assured that something is about 
to transpire.” It is one of God’s 
prophetic flowers starting to 
bloom. The Jewish nation is mak¬ 
ing headlines in the world today, 
and is given much publicity. The 
prophesies referring to that nation 
so many years ago are coming to 
pass so plainly today. Jer. 16:14- 
16. “Therefore, behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, that it shall 
no more be said, The Lord liveth 
that brought up the children of 
Israel out of the land of Egypt; 
But the Lord liveth that brought 
up the children of Israel from the 
land of the north, and from all the 
lands whither he had driven them; 
and I will bring them again into 
their own land that I gave unto 
their fathers.” “It shall no more be 
said” denotes a more wonderful 
and amazing event which far 
transcends and eclipses the won¬ 
derful deliverance across the Red 
Sea, when they marched dry-shod 
through the Sea as on dry land. 
Reading on down through this 
chapter of Jeremiah we read that 
God would send fishers to fish 
them, and hunters to hunt them 
out of every place they had been 
scattered. That is happening to¬ 
day, for Jerusalem is teeming with 
activity, and the Jews are return¬ 
ing to their own homeland by the 
thousands. A leading newspaper 
published this news item not so 
long ago, “Planes carry 1000 daily 
to make home in Israel.” One 
thousand a day, or, a plane load 
every eight minutes, of Jewish im¬ 
migrants are being flown to the 
new state of Israel. It also stated 
that thei*e were 70,000 Jews being 
rushed out of Iraq. We need to get 
our eyes open to the tremendous 
reality of the truth of God’s Word, 
and that it is coming to pass as has 
been recorded therein. God’s Word 


is forever settled in heaven, and 
will come to pass regardless of the 
mockers, scoffers, infidels, agnos¬ 
tics, and every unbeliever who dis¬ 
believes the good old Book. 

The Jews are returning to their 
homeland in unbelief. Many are 
not able to tell you why they are 
going, only that they feel an inner 
urge or desire to go there. Is there 
then some unseen power that gives 
them that urge? Yes, there is! God 
has placed in their hearts that 
hunger and thirst to go there, but 
for what purpose? They are re¬ 
turning for the express purpose 
of fulfilling the Word of God. They 
are to be there for the time when 
all nations will be gathered against 
Jerusalem. God has a controversy 
with all the other nations because 
they have left His Son out of their 
lives, and He will gather them to 
fight against His ancient people, 
and then He will cause His great 
judgments to fall upon them. He 
said, “Be sure your sin will find 
you out,” and that does not only 
apply to the individual, but also 
to the nations who have forgotten 
God and put Him out of their 
thoughts. 

The nations will then try to 
exterminate the Jews from the 
great battle of Armageddon, as 
prophesied in Rev. 16:16. Listen 
to this: Zech. 14:1-3. “Behold the 
day of the Lord cometh, and thy 
spoil shall be divided in the midst 
of thee. For I will gather all na¬ 
tions against Jerusalem to battle, 
and the city shall be taken, and 
the houses rifled, and the women 
ravished, and half of the city shall 
go forth into captivity, and the 
residue of the people shall not be 
cut off from the city. Then shall 
the Lord go forth, and fight 
against those nations, as when he 
fought in the day of battle.” There 
will be great spoil in the Holy 
Land which the nations are covet¬ 
ting, and this spoil will be divided 
between them. It will be a time of 
great tribulation of fierce intensity 
such as the world has never 
known. Jesus said, “Then shall 
their be great tribulation, such as 
was not since the beginning of the 
world to this time, no, nor ever 
shall be.” It will not be long, but 
will be shortened on account of 
God’s elect, the Jews. This has not 
been fulfilled yet, for we read in 
Zech. 14:4. “And his feet shall 
stand in that day upon the mount 
of Olives, which is before Jerusa¬ 


lem on the east and the mount of 
Olives shall cleave in the midst 
thereof toward the east and toward 
the west, and there shall be a very 
great valley; and half of the moun¬ 
tain shall remove toward the 
north, and half of it toward the 
south.” This will form a big valley 
so that the fresh water might flow 
in and heal the dead sea. In Ezek. 
48:8, it tells us that the waters 
shall be healed.” 

What is the meaning of all this? 
It speaks of the fact that God’s 
flowers are now blooming. The 
Word of God given prophetically, 
and written under the inspiration 
of God is being manifested before 
the eyes of the world today. To the 
child of God it brings the glad 
message that Jesus is coming soon 
for His own blood washed child¬ 
ren who comprise the body of His 
church. You see the Word tells us 
that “blindness is happened unto 
Israel until the fulness of the Gen¬ 
tiles is come in.” This is recorded 
in Rom. 11:25. God did allow the 
Jews to be blinded to the truth of 
the Gospel, as a nation, that the 
Gentiles might be grafted in. But 
when the fulness of the Gentiles 
is come, and that time is near at 
hand, telling to the Gentile nations 
that it is high time to settle down 
and think of heavenly or spiritual 
matters, for when the fulness of 
the Gentiles is come in, the door of 
salvation by grace will have closed 
forever, and their doom forever 
sealed. This is God’s clarion call 
to all the Gentile nations. The Jews 
have been blinded, but when the 
fulness of the Gentiles is come, as 
predicted in God’s holy Word by 
the prophets, or rather when the 
church is complete in numbers, 
then the Jews will have their eyes 
opened. When the Lord descends 
from heaven to deliver His people 
the Jews, at the close of the battle 
of Armageddon, their eyes will be 
opened, they will see Him, the 
nail prints in His hands and feet, 
and they will declare, “This is our 
God, we have waited for him,” 
and they will accept Him as their 
long-looked-for Messiah or De¬ 
liverer. Rev. 1:7. “Behold the Lord 
cometh with clouds, and every eye 
shall see him, and they also which 
pierced him.” Clouds are figurative 
of people, and Jude makes it very 
clear when he wrote, Jude 14-15, 
“Behold the Lord cometh with ten 
thousands of his saints to execute 
(Continued on page 10; 
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eternity, because he purchased 
that righteousness for us in His 
death on the Cross. You see this 
was God’s way of going at things, 
in a proper manner, and he will 
yet set up His kingdom which will 
be an everlasting kingdom, but it 
must come in through the salva¬ 
tion of men and women. The Holy 
Spirit came to take out a people 
for His name. That is the wprk 
that is going on right now. With¬ 
out that there can be no real joy 
of Christmas, and there is no peace 
on earth and there is no good-will 
to men. The Nations of the world 
are a good example, armed to the 
teeth, ready to cut each other’s 
throat, making bombs to blow each 
other to pieces. But our commer¬ 
cial world is in just as bad shape. 
All greedy, all mad after more 
money, don’t care what they do 
with the other fellow. He can 
starve to death as long as they 
can keep his money down where he 
can’t buy our wheat. So there is 
no peace on earth. There is no 
good-will to men. Man must be 
reconciled to God. 

The breach must be removed 
and only Emmanuel, God with us, 
could do it. God incarnate came to 
be our Passover Lamb, our sacri¬ 
fice. Jesus came to die and to rise 
again. Who can read the gospels 
without realizing that was the 
very thing that he looked forward 
to? He rebuked Peter in Matthew 
for saying that was not to be for 
him, when the Lord said he would 
go to Jerusalem and be crucified. 
For this purpose came he into the 
world and did he not do it? So 
from the Babe in the Manger to 
the Cross, he looked forward to 
reconciling men to God, to imput¬ 
ing his own righteousness to them 
that they might stand in the pres¬ 
ence of God without fear, clothed 
in the very righteousness of Jesus 
Christ.
